Vorwaerts, Socialist Organ, 
| Declares Reichstag Is Ac- 
| credited Representative of 
'- German People, Who Did 
| Not Want War. . |

AMSTERDAM, Sept. 3.—Ac- 


cerding to the most reliable author- 
ity, the next session of the German 
Reichstag will be devoted exclusive- 
ly to the question of peace. 

The majority has decided to cha!- 
lenge the statement of the Govern- 
tment garding its minimum peace 
program. and it is said the Govern- 
ment wil! yield with a view to peace 
negotiations’ before Christmas. 

The (German Government, accord- 
to this authority, favors the 
pleninotentiaries meeting either wt 
The Hague, at Berne or at Copen- 
hagen, at preferacly The Hague. 


Reichstag Should Negotiate Pcacc, 
.  WVoerwacrts Says. 
AMBTERDAM, Sept. 3.—The Ber- 
lin Vorwaerts, the Sécialist organ, in 
commenting on President Wilson's 
reply to the Pope, says: 
“The American note is a p.ssion- 


ate indictment to amehd the system 
‘of vernmeént obtaining in Ger- 
many, to which it attrfbutes all the 
world s atrocities.

LONDON, Sept. 3.—QOne person 
was killed and six were injured by 
bombs dropped Yn the aerial raid 
over East Kent last night, it is an- 
nounced officially.

“Last night's raid was carried out 
by one enemy airplane, which 
bombed Dover shortly after 11 p. m. 

One 
man was killed and four women and

Our divisions 
are moving forward there also, 
while fighting with the Russian rear 
guard. Dense columns of every kind 
are making their way hastily in a 
northeasterly direction along the 
routes taken by the retreating west 
wing of the Twelfth Russian army.” 


BERLIN, via London, Sept. 
“German corps have crossed 
Dvina River southeast of Riga,” it 
was announced last night. ‘Under 
their pressure the Russians hastily 
comnmrenced to evacuate their bridge- 
head-on the western bank of the 
river.” 

The announcement of yesterday 
referred to operations in Macedonia, 
as follows: 

“Near Monastir the French at- 
tacked with strong forces. Along 
the road to Prilep the enemy troops 
who penetrated into our lines were 
either wiped out or made prisoner. 
The Assault, made latterly to the 
road, was everywhere repulsed by 
the Bulgarians. Fresh attacks by 
the Sérvians on Dobropolje _ broke 
down.”

PARIS, Sept. 3.—German attacks 
on the Aisne front last night were 
béaten off by the French, it is an- 
nouneed officially. Heavy artillery 
fighting occurred between Beaumont 
and Samogneux on the Verdun front 
The statement says: 

“On the Aisne front there was 
violent artillery fighting between 
Cerny and Hurtebiss.. The Germans 
made four attempts to track our 
lines west of Hurtebiss.

LONDON, Sept. %3.—The British 
official conimunication issued last 
night. said: 

“Attempted enemy raids last night 
at two poitns northwest of Lens and 
also.squthwest of La Bassee, all were 
repulsed, with losses.

“Little flying was possible yester- 
day, owing to rain and a high wind, 
butcduring the previous night our 
airplanes carried out bombing op- 
erations actively against hostile air- 
dromes and railway stations. In air 
fighting one German machine was 
downed. Two of our machines are

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With Petrograd Threatencd, Moscow 
May Become Capital. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 3.—Aban- 
donment of Riga in the face of the 
new German drive into Russia and 
the evacuation of Petrograd itself 
have been forecast as possibilities in 
confidential advices to the American 
Government during the last two 
weeks. Such a development is not 
regarded with much alarm. 

With Riga abandoned and Ger- 
man occupation of Petrograd in 
prospect, the seat of the Russian 
Provisional Government undoubted- 
ly will be moved to Moscow. The 
thinking men of Russia, working to 
set up a government, may regard 
this as a blessing in disguise. There 
are many advantages in moving the 
Russian capital to Moscow. It is the 
center of the conservative group and 
commands the sentimental, almost 
religious, regard of the Russian pop- 
ulace as the ancient capital of the old 
empire, surrounded with traditions 
of Russian greatness, the triumph of 
Alexander, Catherine and Peter the 
Great.

October 1, when the investigators re- 
turn with the details of the organi- 
zation, a school wil] be opened for 
instruction in the several require- 
mepts. There will be expert mech- 
anidians to teach the mysteries ef a 
motor, Red Cross officials to instruct 
in the purpose of the work and traf- 
fic experts to teach you your way 
about. 

Many Are Able Drivers. 


So many women are proficient mo- 
tor Car drivers, and so many spend 
nearly all their time at the wheel, en- 
listing in the Motor Corps ought not 
to make any ehange in their daily 
habits other than the donning of the 
uniform. And it would be a pity if 
some of this knowledge and energy 
were not put to the use of the Gov- 
ernment in these needful times. 

Taking stock of one’s qualifica- 
tions to run a Red Cross motor prob- 
ably will be a popular mental and 
physical exercise among women dur- 
ing the next month. A “once over" 
of the traffic ordinances might be a 
good beginning. In the econvenient 
little bodk got out by the Street De- 
partment, I discovered only this one 
applying specifically te ambulances: 
“Police, Fire Department, Under- 
emergency 
repair vehicles of street railways and 
the public lighting companies, United 
States mail vehicles and ambulances 
shall have right of way in any street 
and through any procession, when in 
the-regular course of their proper 
duties.” 

Whoop, la! What alluring possi- 
bilities does not that open up to 
women!

FAILED AND MANY ARRESTED 


Officers and Civilians in Moscow and 

Petrograd Were in Conspiracy to 

Overthrow Provisional Gov- 
ernment. 

PETROGRAD, Sept. 3.—The ‘atice- 
ney of the high court of Moscow has 
unearthed a counter revolutionary, 
monarchistic conspiracy, the design 
et which, according: to a report pre- 
sented to the Cabinet, was to ac- 
complish a coup d'etat by arresting 
the provisional Government. Many 
arrests have been made of officers 
and civilians in Moscow and the 
provinces and some also in Petro- 
grad. The names of the arrested per- 
sons, the authorities for the present, 
refuse to divulge. 

It appéars that the headquarters 
of the conspirators was the village 
district outside of Petrograd. Pre- 
mier Kerensky is personally conduct- 
ing a preliminary inquiry, 

The Birzseviya declares that the 
uuthorities first received news of the 
conspiracy from the Council of Dep- 
uties. A conference of the represen- 
tatives committees at Moscow has 
passed a resolution demanding the 
merciless suppression of the counter 
revolutionary movement.

Former Conductor at Metropolitan 
' Opera House Kept Band Play- 
ing Throughout Battle. 

ROME, Sept. 3.—Arthur Tosca- 
nini, noted Italian conductor, for 
many years up to 191 musical di- 
rector at the Metropolitan” Opera 
Houge in New York, has been deco- 
rated by the Italian Government for 
great bravery under fire. 

Signer Toscanini, the accounts dia- 
close, kept his military band playing 
during the battle of Monte Santo, the 
soldiers storming the poaition of the 
enemy to the strains of martial 
music.

GENEVA, Sept. 3.—The Swiss 
sanitary authorities at Basel and all 
along the German frontier are tak- 
ing measures to prevent dysentery, 
typhus and scarletina, which prevail 
in Rhine towns, from entering Switz- 
erland. All travelers coming from 
Germany are required to unde'gs 
medical examination and neutrals 
crossing the frontier into Germany 
from Switzerland are warned to take 
precautions. 

The epidemics are said to be dus 
to insufficient nourishment.

his feet, proposed the health of the visiting British Admiral and fleet and 


made a little speech. 


As he concluded, he said, addressing the officers of 


the British fleet, ‘‘We are sorry you are going and we are sorry you came.,’’ 


It is remarkable as 


as showing the discipline of the German nation and their 


respect for authority that thereafter no German ower referred to this curious 


slip of the tongue. 

The night was rather mild and 
after dinner we walked about the 
gardens of the yacht club. I had 2 
long and interesting conversation 
with the Prince of Monaco. 
Prince, who receives such a large in- 
come from the company which car- 
ries on the gambling rooms at Monte 
Carlo, is a man of the world intensely 
interested in scientific research: 
there is practically no corner of the 
seven seas into which his yacht has 
not poked her nose in the search for 
material for the sea museum which 
he has established at Monaco. 


On Tuesday Armour and I boarded 
the Emperor's sailing yacht, the new 
Meteor. The race was a beautiful 
run from Kiel to Eckernfjord and 
was won by the Meteor. The Em- 
perfor was not on board, I did not 
get one of the souvenir scarfpins 
always given to guests who sail with 
him on a winning race. Among our 
crew was Grand Admiral von Koes- 
ter, subsequently an advocate of the 

submarine war.

Eckernfjord is a little fishing and 
bathing town. Nearby is the country 
residence of Prince Henry, a rather 
modest house built in brick in En- 
glisth Elizabethan style. The wife of 
Prince Henry was a Princess of 
Hesse-Darmstadt, and is the sister of 
the Czarina of Russia. We had tea 
with Prince and Princess Henry, 
their: family, the Duke of Sonder- 
burg-Glucksburg and several others 
of his family.

J 
lunched on board his battieship with 
Grand Admiral von Tirpjtz, sitting 
next to him at the tablef He struck, 
me then as an amiable sea dog, com- 
bining much political and woridly 
wisdom with his knowledge of the 
sea. 

From Kiel we motored one night 
to dine with a Count and Countess 
in their country house. This house 
had been built perhaps 200 years and 
was on one side of a square, the 
other three sides being formed by 
the great stone barns. in which the 
produce of the estate was stored. Al- 
though the first floor of the house 
vas elevated about eight feet above 
the ground, the family, on account 
of the dampness of that part of the 
world, lived in the second story, and 
the dining room was on this story. 
An ancestor of the Count had, ata 
time when this part of the country 
v.as part of Denmark and about the 
year 1700, lent all his available 
money to the then King of Denmark. 
A crude painting in the hall showed 
him sitting in the hall of this partic- 
ular house smoking a long pipe and 
surrounded by three or four sisters 
v ho were all spinning. 

Our hostess told us that this pic- 
ture represented ‘the lending ances- 
tor being supported by his sisters 
while waiting the return of the loan 
whieh he had made to the Danish 
King, an early example of the situ- 
ation disclosed by the popular song 
which runs, “Everybody works but 
father.”’

Supt. Withers Tells Principals 
More Instruction in Patriotism 
Is Essentral. 


The reading of President Wilson's 
state papers as a means of iastilling 
zreater patriotism in St. Louis school 
children will be part of the curricu- 
lum of the public schools, which will 
open tomorrow with an attendance 
which is expected to exceed $1,000 
The enrollment last year was 80,24S. 

Superintenrent of Public Instruc- 
tion Withers, in an address today tc 
all principals and teachers in session 
at Soldan High School, emphasized 
the need of patriotic instruction in 
the grade classes. 

Material Patriotism, 

‘Singing national hymns and rev- 
erence for the flag,’’ said Supt. With- 
ers, “are merely the etiquette of pa- 
triotism. Real patriotism is deeper 
and consists in doing something ma- 
terial for the country. Pupils in the 
schools should be so instructed as to 
upreciate fully the benefits of democ- 


racy.”’ 


Supt. Withers said that an excel- 
lent method of patriotic instruction 
would be to have the children either 
read all of President Wilson’s state 
papers or have them read to them. 
He told of one young student who 
had his room decorated with the 
executive’s papers. 

The Superintendent also pointed 
out to the teachers the need of get- 
ting the schools in closer touch with 
the masses. He predicted that Amer- 
ica would lead the world in the ex- 
cellence of its public instruction at 
the end of the war. 

The Board of Education: believes 
that the enrdllment in the schools 
this ye rawill be a record-hreaker 
despite the unusual economic condi- 
tion. 

For the past six years, with one ex- 
ception, school enrollment has shown 
a large increase on opening day over 
that of the previous year. The one 
exception was last year, when the 
enrollment was less than that of the 
preceding year, due to the extreme- 
ly hot weather. This caused many 
schools to close at noon preventing 
the counting of pupils who were to 
come inthe afternoon. That the loss 
was temporary is shown by the fact 
that the total enrollment for the year 
was the largest in the history of the 
schools.

Parents are asked to send their 
children to school on-opening day in 
order that the organization of the 
schools may be perfected: with as 
little delay as possible. 


A special census of all pupils en- 
rolled tomorrow will be taken by the 
various schools.

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SHELLS FRED FOR 
FOUR HOURS VER 
AMERICANS HEADS 


Troops in Trenches in France 
Undergo Most Severe Test 
They Have Had. 


SHRAPNEL EXPLODES NEAR 


Still to Be Taught ‘to Follow 


“Rolling Barrage” and Use 
of Bayonet.

AMERICAN CAMP IN FRANCE, 


Sept. 3.—For four hours Saturday 
American troops crouched in their 
trenches while overhead screamed 
high explosive shells and shrapnel, 
bursting at times within less than a 
hundred yards: It was their first 
experience with new inventions so 
largely used by the European armies 
and for many of them it was the 
first time they had ever seen shell 
fire. 

Nine, batteries of French artiNery, 
posted to the rear, fired thousands of 
shells overhead to accustom our boys 
to the roar of the guns and the sound 
of. the explosions when the shells 
struck the trenches. A gently slop- 
ing valley with wooded sides was 
chosen as the scene of the most am- 
bitious test the Americans have yet 
had. On one side was the “Ameri- 
can” on the other the “German” 
trenches. The whole American side 
was a mass of olive drab and green- 
ish gray for the full force of the ex- 
pedition was massed in the trenches 
and in clumps of wood near by. 

The men were standing about at 
their ease, talking and laughing, 
curious to see the latest “show.” 
Suddenly the blast of a whistle was 
heard and every man disappeared 
suddenly. AH that remained in sight 
was the tops of their brown steel 
helmets like rows of beehives in the 
trenches. Another whistle sounded 
and word was passed to the French 
gunners, who were invisible over the 
ridge, to begin firing. Then came a 
boom and the screech of the first 
shell the Americans had heard in 
France. 

Try to See Shells in Flight. 

Involuntarily the bee hives were re- 
placed by rows of upturned faces as 
the men tried to see the flight of the 
shell. That of course was impossi- 
ble, but they saw the smoke and 
flame followed by the* tremendous 
crash of the explosion as the shell 
landed squarely on the “German” 
first line on the opposite slope of the 
valley which had been named the 
“Hindenburg trench.” 

Several hundred shots were fired 
with all kinds of shells to show the 
men the method of using time fuses 
and other details. Then an officer 
in the American front line, the 
“Grant trench,” fired signal lights 
reading, ‘The Germans are attack- 
ing. Give us a barrage.” For a mo- 
ment there was confusion in the 
trenches, all the boys crowding up 
to the front, eager to get as close as 
possible to the exploding shells. 

In less than:.a. minute the barrage 
came, a straight line of shells explod- 
ing with incredible rapidity only a 
hundred yards in front of the Amer- 
icans, making an impassable barrier 
for the “Germans” and _ throwing 
eurth and pebbles which sometimes 
rattled on the steel helmets of the 
Americans. Gen. Sibert and his staff, 
all helmeted, started to go down the 
line when the barrage suddenly lift- 
ed anda cheer broke from the 
trenches for the accuracy of the 
French gunners. | 

After.this came the artillery prep- 
arations for an offensive against the 
“Germans” and the “Hindenburg” 
and ‘“‘Mackensen” trenches across the 
valley became mere sigzag lines of 
smoke while the “German” reserve 
trenches in a ravine nearby were 
blotted out. It was the rolling bar- 
rage behind which the French and 
British troops advanced at Verdun 
and Arras against the helpless Ger- 
mans. 

There followed a deafening roar of 
all the guns together, part firing 
high explosive shells,-others shrap- 
nel, the little gunners in blue work- 
ing their 75’s 12 shots to the min- 
ute, and in the midst of all this clam- 
or what did the Americans do? Many 
of them watched spellbound, but 
some went to sleep. They had been 
up since 4 o’clock in the morning. It 
was almost noon and no artillery 
could keep them awake. Later, one 
of the officers, talking of the day’s 
experiences, asked, “What can the 
Germans make of an army like 
that?” : 

Gen. Sibert is planning further ar- 
tillery work, now that the men are 
becoming familiar with it, and it is 
probable that this week they will be 
taught to follow the rolling barrage, 
leaving their trenches and advanc- 
ing behind the wall of exploding 
shells. 

Only one man was hurt yester- 
day. He was hit by a fragment of 
stone and only slightly injured. 


British to Teach Men, ‘Too. 


British officers and perhaps Brit- 
ish troops are expected to arrive next 
week to take part in the instruction 
of the Ameri s here. The number 
is unknown, but specialists in the di- 
verse forms of modern warfare are 
included and it is likely that they 
will stay with the Americans some 
time. This is part of the plan to ob- 
tain for the Americans the best and 
most complete training, such as no 
army has had yet, before tney go 
into the trenches, and the Amn. eticans 
will be able to build up a Gghting 
force which will include all tne best 
features of both the British ond the 
French soldiers. 

The British will teach our boys es- 
pecially the use of the bayonet, in 
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the finger.

The girl's sister, Florence, 17 years 
old, died of the same diseasa at the 
city hospital Aug. 7, and two broth- 
ers, James, 18, and Harvey, i5, are 
now under treatment at fhe city hos- 
pital for rabies. 

August Meadows, a mechanic, fa- 
ther of the children, was the only 
witness at the inquest. He said the 
fox was captured in St. Charles 


County last April by his son, James, 
and put in a cage at their home in 
the hope of taming it. 


Children Play With Fox. 

There were nine children in the 
family and they found considerable 
amusement in playing with the fox. 
During the hot weather in July the 
eldest daughter, Florence, was p!ay- 
ing with the fox when it bit her wen 
She thought nothing of 
it. The same day the father said 
the fox snapped at Mary, James and 
Harvey. The father did not think 
the animal bit them, but might have 
scratched them. The fox died the 
next day. 

Shortly after being bitten «lorence 
became seriously ill and died within 
a few days. At the time she was bit- 
ten she was helping care for her 
mother, to whom a baby had just 
been born. 

Mary became ill last Monday. 
Within a few days her condition was 
serious and she was sent to the city 
hospital. After her death rhe par- 
ents became alarmed about the two 
sons and had them sent to the city 
hospital. 

Boys Show Rabies Symptoms. 

Physicians there said today that 
both boys show slight symptoms of 
rabies, bu. are not in a serious con- 
dition. The symptoms are more de- 
veloped in Harvey, and they think 
this may be due to the fact that he 
was the constant playmate of Mary 
before her death. 

Vitt 
rointed out that parents should ex- 
ercise great caution in the choice of 
pets for their children and shouid 
not permit young wild animals to be 
kept about the premises unless caged 
or muzzled. If a‘child should receive 
even a slight scratch from the teeth 
or claws. of such an animal, he said, 
a physician should be seen at once.

DENOUNCES PACIFISTS 


Executive Arraigns Those Who

WASHINGTON, Sept. 3.—Hearty 
approval of the conference of the 
American Alliance for Labor and Dcec- 


mocracy, to be held in Minneapolis 
next Tuesday, and the task it will un- 
dertake of suppressing disloyalty has 
been given by President Wi'son ina 
Tetter to Samuel Gompers, president 
of the American Federation of Labor 
and chairman of the alliance. 


The latter made public here de- 
mounces those who seek tv ignore 
America’s grievance against Ger- 
manyy and insist that a nation whose 
citizens have been foully murdered 
under their own flag, whose neigh- 
bors have been invited to join in 
making conquest of its territory and 
Whose patience in pressing the claims 
of justice and humanity has been met 
with the most shameful policy of 
truculence and treachery, does not 
know its own:mind and has no com- 
prehensible reason for defending it- 
self. 

* “While our soldiers and saltors are 
doing their manful work to hold 
back reaction in its most brutal and 
Aggressive form,” the President 
wrote, “we must oppose at home the 
organized and individual efforts of 
those dangerous elements who hide 
disloyalty behind a screen of specious 
and evasive phrases.”

He declared his personal opinion 
that the mill tax was “a very heavy 
burden’’ on the company, and said 
it had not been his business to pass 
officially on the wisdom of the tax 
| ordinance, but only on its validity, 
‘and that he had found it valid and 
‘had pronounced accordingly. 

The company, he said, though 
fearfully handicapped by lack of 
funds,’’ was doing pretty well in the 
matter of service, considering the 
limitations of a surface system of 
transportation. 

He said the company was entitled 
to credit for having promptly sub- 
mitted to his decision in the univers- 
al transfer case, and having put the 
universal system at once into use.

Nonsensical, Says Vienna 
Paper of President’s.Note 


| 


American Executive Has No Inkling of ‘Char- 
acter of German People, Nieve Frie Press 
Declares--Fremdenblatt Also Hostik. 


AMSTERDAM, Sept. 3.—The Vien- 
na Nieuve Frie Press, commenting 
on President Wilson’s note, says: 
“Even an unprejudiced perusal must 
lead to the conclusion that President 
Wilson’s reply is the most partisan 
presentation imaginable, that it lacks 
all justice, is filled with malignity 
and prejudice against Germany, and 
shows that President Wilson has no 
inkling of Germany’s political insti- 
tutions or the character of the Ger- 
man people. 

“President Wilson appears. to 
know nothing either of the isolation 
policy or that France is at least as 
militarist as Germany. He has not 
read that in the Soukhomlinoff trial 
the clearest proof has been given 
that the war was unchained by the 
military caste of Russia, even against 
the Czar’s will. He does not know 
and does not want to know that by 
disregard of the London and Paris 
declarations Great Britain is respon- 
sible for the entire misfortune at 
sea.”’ 

The newspaper terms the note 
“nonsensical,” adding: “For even if 
it were assumed that Germany had 
striven after world domination no 
one will understand why the slaugh- 
ter must continue, @espite the frus- 
tration of the alleged pian of domi- 
nation.” 

It says in the concluding words of 
the note lie the only ray of hope, and 
declares: “‘Even the American peo- 
ple could not offer a better guaran- 
tee of treaties than the agreement 
between the German Parliament and 
the Government exhibited by the 
Reichstag resolution and the Chan- 
cellor’s acceptance thereof.” . 

The Vienna Fremdenblatt 
clares: 

“The contents of President Wil- 
son’s reply are as unparalleled as 
the tone of the note. In a most hu- 
miliating and offensive manner terms 
are dictated to the German people, 
the fulfiliment of which would con- 
stitute the most humiliating inter- 
vention in the most primitive rights 
of the German nation. If Germany 
lay prostrate, her army destroyed 
and fleet hors de combat, no more 
degrading terms could be proposed

Berlin Paper Calls President “A Dip- 
lomat tn His Shirt Sleeves.” 

BERLIN, Sept. 3—*“A Diplomat 
in His Shirt Sleeves,” is the caption 
of an editorial article tn the Berlin 
Zeitung Am Mittag, dealing with 
President Wrison’s reply to the 
PopeS peace note. “The rude 


tone of President Wilson's note,” 
says the newspaper, “seems to 
mask a retreat. If the an- 
swer of the entente shows that 
‘President Wilson was only used as 
the relay horse of a parallel attitude, 
then it would indisputably be possi- 
bie to talk of a great retreat on the 
part of the entente. Then this is 
skirmishing for the moral success 
which shall commit to oblivion the 
final victory that ts lacking. Our at- 
titude to the papal note will not be 
touched inwardly or outwardly by 
the note. The line of the direction 
of our peace aims, as of the reforms 
we are seeking on our own initiative, 
cannot be confused in any sense by 
outward influence.” 

The Morgen Post says: “Mr. Wil- 
,son drew up his reply during a trip 
on board his pleasure yacht and no 
one had any say in the matter. With 
us a commission is appointed to 
draft an answer to the papal note, 
composed equally of members of 
Parliament and of the Government. 
Where, then, are the autocratic and 
where the democratic government 
methods ?”’ 

The Frankfurter Zeitung’s Berlin 

correspondent says: “President Wil- 
son seems to draw his entire know}- 
edge of Germany from the British 
press. Otherwise he must’ have 
known that in its judgment on the 
righteousness of the cause for which 
it is bleeding and suffering, the Ger- 
man people is completely at one with 
sits Government.” 
The Vorwaerts is vigorously bela- 
‘bored by journals like the Taeglische 
Rundschau, the Kreuz Zeitung, and 
the Kgenigsche Zeitung, for its arti- 
cle on’ the note. The Taeglische 
Rundschau thinks it almost unbe- 
lievable of a German paper to thus 
reply to the “shameless impudence 
cf President Wilson.” It.adds that to 
want to make “a Wilson judge and 
rats > gleaned German affairs is ridicu- 
ous.”’ 

Assails Socialists’ Attitude. 
The Kreuz Zeitung says: “Social 
democracy’s attitude tends to dam- 
age or weaken the German defense, 
o. otherwise how could it go hand 
in hand with President Wilson, one 

f the most bitter enemies we have.” 

This néwspaper terms the accusa- 
tions brought against the German 
Government as madness which it 
says can onty be laughed at; but it 
adds that the British propaganda 
has so prepared the ground in the 
United States that “such absurdities

FORMER COMMANDER OF U-53 


IS SINKING MERCHANTMEN | 


Hans Rose, Who Made Trip to U. &., 
Returned Safely, Berlin Semi- 
official Announcement Discloses. 
AMSTERDAM, Sept. 3.—Lieuten- 

ant-Captain Hans Rose, submarine 

commander, who, after a 17-day voy- 
age, appeared on the German sub- 
marine U-53 at Newport in October, 

1916, subsequently returning across 

the Atlantic, is at present busy sink- 

ing merchantmen, according to ad- 
vices from Berlin. 

The German semilofficilal news 
agency appends to this announce- 
ment a note saying that the United 
States naval authorities considered 
the U-53 double trip so improbable 
that expefts declared in Congress in 
February, 1917, that the submarine 
was unmistakably accompanied by a 
provisioning ship which had re- 
mained undiscovered. 

“This incredulity of the Ameri- 
cans,’ adds the agency, “is the more 
comprehensible, seeing that it had to 
be admitted by the American nava\ 
authorities on the same occasion 
that the best performance of an 
American submarine at that date 
covered only 10 days.”

HOW TWO GERMAN 
FLYERS WERE SHUT 
DOWN BY IRISHMAN 


Noted British Aviator Puffs on 
Pipe as He Tells of Vic- 
torious Encounters. 


DIVED FROM THE CLOUDS 
In Each Case Briton Had to Sur- 


prise Enemy to Prevent 


His Flight.

WITH THE BRITISH ARMY IN 


THE FIELD, Sept. 2.—From one of 
Britain’s most brilliant airmen I ob- 


tained today the thrilling details of 
two air flights which occurred.in the 
last few days. He is a young Irish- 
man of medium height, with a ready 
smile and a long list of victories to 
his credit. He comfortably smoked 
his pipe as he told of the two en- 
counters, both witnessed by thou 
sands of soldiers. In both instances 
he got his enemy as the latter made 
a last desperate attempt to get away 
when within 1000 feet of earth. 

“A Hun plane was reported com- 
ing over the lines and I immediately 
went up,” he said. “The Germans 
never come over our lines to fight 
and when they come for observation 
they go very high and return at full 
speed as soon as we go after them. 
This fellow was evidently ordered to 
attack a certain one of our observa- 
tion balloons and he came down 
quite low. While he was doing this 
I ascended some distance away. He 
didn’t notice me until I had got be- 
tween him and his lines, and at a 
very advantageous height. Then he 
suddenly wheeled and started for his 
lines. I made a long, steep dive for 
him and came so close I could see 
him looking over his shoulder at me 

Shot Away Tail of Plane 

“He maneuvered to bring his gun 
into action, but I dived under the 
tail of his machine. In his efforts to 
hit me he completely shot away the 
tail of his plane, and then his ma- 
chine made a headlong dive to earth, 
where hundreds of soldiers were 
cheering me on. I could plainly hear 
them as could the Hun pilot. I 
hadn’t hit him in any vital spot and 
his fall did no fatal injury. I went 
around to see him in the hospital 
next day.” 

The second fight, which happened 
within a few hours after the first, 
was with,a two-seated plans. The 
noted airman describing this fight 
said: 

- “I was well up in the clouds when 
I saw a boche machine over our lines 
but near enough to his own, as he 
must have thought, to make a get- 
away if necessary. I sailed high and 
kept well behind the clouds until I 
got a position where I could again 
dive and cut off his retreat and 
make him come down in our lines. 
He saw me as I began to dive for 
him and instantly turned for his 
lines and dived to make a quicker 
descent, but I closed on him. He 
couldn’t get over his lines. Again 
there was a great crowd of soldiers 
below watching the chase. I got 
so close I could see him look at me. 
Uninjured by Fall. 

“I didn’t want to hit him if I could 
make him land without doing so. I 
gave him every chance to land vol- 
untarily. But I must say he tried to 
get away even after he had gone 
down to about 1000 and knew it was 
all up with him. Then I had to let 
him have a burst from my gun. His 
pilot was killed and his machine fell 
into our lines. I saw the soldiers 
cluster around it and was told after- 
ward that when the German observ- 
er, who was uninjured, had disen- 
tangled himself and saw them, he hid 
under hfs machine, which had turned 
over. He finally came out and was 
made a prisoner.” 

Many of the recent air fights have 
been forced wpon the Germans by 
the British at points eight or more 
miles inside the German lines. The 
Germans have painted some of their 
battle planes scarlet, in the belief 
that the sight of one of them dash- 
ing toward the British would have 
a nerve-wracking effect. Other ma- 
chines have insignias similar to the 
marks of British planes.

FORT SHERIDAN, IIL, Sept. 3—

They had been honored by being 
selected as the resérve force to aid 
troops expected to be called to sup- 
press expected riots in Chicago fol- 
lowing the refusal of Mayor Thomp- 
son to stop a meeting of pacifists.

RECORD WHISKY AND 
TOBACCO CONSUMPTION 


Revenue Collections for Fiscal 
Year Show Increase of 15 to 
40 Per Cent. 


WASHINGTON, Sépt. 3.—All pre- 
vious American ‘records for con- 
sumption of whisky, cigars and 


cigarettes and tobacco, apparently 
went by the boards during the 
past fiscal year. The preliminary re- 
port of Commissioner of «mternal 
Revenue Osborne covering the 12 
months ending June 30, made public 
today, shows record tax collections 
on these and other articles. 

These are the grand totals of pro- 
duction upon which taxes were paid: 

Distilled spirits from evéry source 
—rye, corn, wheat, apples, peaches, 
pears, pineapples, oranges, apricots, 
berries, prunes, figs and cherries— 
164,665,246 gallons, an increase of 
26,000,000 gallons over the previous 
year, yielding a tax return of $186,- 
563,055. 

Cigars of all descriptions and 
weight, 9,216,901,113—approximate- 
ly 90 per capita, as compared with 
8,337,720,530 the previous year. 

Cigarettes, 30,529,193,538, as com- 
pared with 21,087,767,078, an in- 
crease of more than 40 per cent. 

Tobacco, chewing and smoking, 
445,763,206 pounds, an increase of 
18,500,000 pounds. 

Even snuff went to apparont new 
high figures of production with 35,- 
877,761 pounds, an increase of 
2,200,000 pounds in the year. 

The return to the Government in 
taxes on cigars, cigarettes, tobacoc 
and snuff was $103,201,592, an in- 
crease of approximately $15,000,000, 
or 18 per cent over the vrevious 
year. The record figures indicate 
great nation-wide prospects, officials 
state, and in the case of cigarettes 
tremendous growth of the habit 
among women. 


The production of beer, while ex- 
ceeding that of the previous year, fel! 
considerably below the high record 
of 66,000,000 barrels in 1914. Taxes 
were paid last year on 60,729,509 
barrels at $1.50 per barrel, and other 
taxes on brewers brought the tota!

ARCHBISHOP GLENNON URGES 
CHURCH SCHOOL ATTENDANCE 


Declares Religious Education Is 
Needed for Well Being of Indi- 
vidual and Community. 

Archbishop Glennon, in his first 
sermon of the season yesterday at 
the New Cathedral, declared that re- 
ligious education is necessary for the 
safekeeping of democracy. He urged 
that Catholic parents send their 
children to the church schools, which 
are to open tomorrow. 

The church schools, the Archbish- 
op said, will teach the laws and prin- 
ciples of moral and religious life 
which are necessary for the well- 
being of individual and community. 

The extension of the principles of 
democracy into the schools has gone 
too far, he declared. He disapproved 
the idea that children should study 
what they wished and live as free 
men—‘that their growth should be 
without authority and without re- 
straint.”” In the reaction against 
monarchy and tyranny, he added, w. 
have set up the spirit of liberty and 
extended its domain until before it 
has gone the sarictity of the home, 
the sanctity of the law and the spirit 
of service, 
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| HOOVER ASKS BANKS TO HELP 


INCREASE THE MEAT SUPPLY 


Requests Federal Reserve Board to 
Suggest 7 Per Cent Loans to 
Cattle Raisers. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 3.—Food 
Administrator Hoover has enlisted 
the aid of the Federal Reserve Board 
in a campaign to increase the meat 
supply of the country. Hoover has 
asked the board to help the farmers 
by suggesting that banks lend them 
money at not more than 7 per cent 
interest—as compared with the legal 
rate of 8 per cent or more. The 
board has transmitted the request 
through the Federal Reserve Bank 
to the bankers of the districts con- 
cerned. 

“The board has received a letter 
from Mr. Hoover,” reads a letter 
from the board to Federal Reserve 
banks, “stating that he is just be- 
ginning a campaign to secure a larg- 
el amount of cattle feeding in this 
country and that his investigation 
shows that the interest charge rep- 
resents betwéen 35 and 40 per cent 
of the total costs of this industry. 

“The legal rate of interest in many 
‘of the cattle-raising states is 8 per 
cent or more, and the Food Adminis- 
trator suggests that if banks would 
n.ake loans to the cattle people ata 
rate of interest not exceeding 7 per 
cent, which he thinks they could af- 
ford to do in view of the 5 per cent 
rediscount rate on six months’ paper 
available at most of the Federal Re- 
serve banks, a stimulus would be 
given to the cattle raising industry 
which all will agree is greatly need- 
ed at this time.”’ 


10-CENT WHISKY TO COST 
15C SOON, LIQUOR MEN SAY 


Retail Dealers Question Veracity of 
Acting Gov. Crossley on Clos- 
ing Order. 

Discussion at yesterday’s meeting 
of the Retail Liquor Dealers’ Asso- 
ciation indicated that 10-cent whisky 
soon will be a thing of the past in 
St. Louis and the minimum price for 
a drink will be 15 cents. In hotels 
and cafes the price may be higher. 

With the discontinuance of the 
manufacture of whisky Sept. 8, re- 
tail dealers will be unable to replen- 
ish their stocks, and they believe 
the limited supply will justify an 
advance in prices. 

The association voted to send a 
telegram to Washington to ask 
whether Acting Gov. Crossiey was 
correct in his statement that his 
order to close saloons on the days of 
the departure of drafted men was 
suggested by Provost Marsha!-Gen- 
eral Crowder. The closing order has 
since been rescinded.

KANSAS ROADS SUE TO BREAK 
2-CENT PASSENGER RATE 


Companies File Petitions for 

Injunction Against Utilities 
Commission. 

TOPEKA, Kan., Sept. .3.—Nine 
Kansas railroads have filed bills of 
complaint in the United States Dis- 
trict Court, asking an injunction to 
restrain the Public Utilities Commis- 
sion from enforcement of the 2-cent 
passenger rate and also asking the 
court to declare the 2-cent passen- 
ger rate statute unconstitutional anc 
confiiscatory. 

The railroads in their appeal for 
relief to the United States District 
Court vary from their usual custom 
of asking for a temporary injunc- 
tion, awaiting final decision of tho 
court. They ask for no relief untii 
a final judgment is rendered at a 
hearing to te held probably in No- 
vember. 

The Utilities Commission recent- 
ly decided the 2-cent law should be 
enforced, and the railroads are ap- 
péealing from that decision in their 
complaint. 


POPE RESUMES AUDIENCES 


Discontinued Them Because of Fa- 
tigue From Peace Labors. 

ROMB, Sept. 3.—Owing to the 
suspension of audiences Saturday by 
Pope Benedict, a report was circu- 
lated that he was not well. The re- 
port was without foundation, as the 
Pope was suffering merely from fa- 
tigue due to his labors in connection 
with the peace proposals and the re- 
newed interests in them aroused by 
President Wilson’s reply. The Pope 
was rested yésterday and resuméd 
his audiences, of which he expected 
to hold a large number today, the an- 
niversary of his election to the pon- 
tificate.

In answer to the stenographer writing 
in the Post-Dispatch of Aug. 31, would like 
to state that I have had six years’ exper- 
fence as stenographer. I find jobs plentiful 
enough, but agree with him in the matter 
of salary. When a firm engages a steno- 
grapher, it wants a man with an excep- 
tionally good education. He must be capa- 
ble of taking dictation at the highest speed 
and transcribe his notes accurately. If a 
mistake is found in a letter after the dam- 
age is done, the stenographer must assume 
responsibility; the dictator is infalliMe. 

Should he be required to continue taking 
dictation an hour or more each day after 
the closing hour, he is supposed to do so 
without complaint and without extra pay; 
if he does not like this system, he is a 
“clock watcher” and will never be favora- 
bly mentioned for advancement. Machin- 
ists, printers and other tradesmen who 
“quit when the whistle blows’ are never 
looked upon with the same contempt as 
are stenographers and other office men. 
The reason is plain—they are organized and 
demand their rights. 

A good stenographer is a valuable asset 
ta any business; and no one Knows this bet- 
. ter than the man who employs him. But 
it is up to the stenographer to dictate his 
demands to the employer. This he can do 
enly by organization.

LABOR DAY OF PATRIOTISM. 

We may doubt whether the thought and aspira- 
tion which are uppermost in the minds of the re- 
flective part of the public today will be given 
anywhere a finer expression than that given by 
President Wilson. 

His letter is addressed to a patriotic conference 
of workingmen at Minneapolis which will not be- 
gin until Wednesday, but was printed in time to 
make a distinctive and valuable contribution of 
its own to the other useful suggestions of labor’s 
great holiday. : 

It is reassuring and helpful to discover that cer- 
tain widely entertained and well founded misgiv- 
ings as to a common effect of war in making the 
.rich richer and the poor poorer, the strong more 
powerful and the weak less powerful—in short, 
an effect that tends to neutralize the progressive 
gains won by great effort during years of peace— 
are shared by the head of the nation. It is, in 
fact, these misgivings rather than any sympathy 
with German aims which explain the opposition to 
the war in some quarters. 

But what reason exists for pessimism or even 
liscouragement when the whole force and influ 
ence of the Government will assist public opinion 
in resisting and preventing these possibilities? 
Mr. Wilson shows that, so far is any advance of 
the past from being lost, new ground has been 
and is being occupied under war conditions. He 
shows that the destruction of sinister systems of 
privilege and oppression abroad will bring nearer 
the day when the common man all over the world 
will come into his own. These are words of 
weight and meaning in his message to labor: 

I myself have had sympathy with the fears 

of the workers of the United States; for the 
tendency of war is toward reaction and too 
often military necessities have been made an 
ercuse for the destruction of laboriously 
erected industrial and social standards. 
* * * These fears, happily, have proven 
baseless. With quickened sympathies and 
appreciation, with a new sense of the in- 
vasive and insidious dangers of oppression, 
our people have not only held every inch of 
ground that has been won by years of strug- 
gle, but have added to the days of the twen- 
tieth century a long line of human better- 
ment. 

Questions of wages and hours of labor and 
industrial readjustment have found a solu- 
tion which gives to the toiler a new dignity 
and a new sense of social and economic se- 
curity. * * * No one who is not blind 
cam fail to see a battle line of democracy for 
America stretches today from the field of 
Flanders to the very house and workshop 
where, toiling upward, striving men and wom- 
en are counting the treasures of right and 
justice and liberty which are being threat- 
ened by our present enemies. 

The Labor day hosts in St. Louis appropriately 
marched to the music of national hymns. The year 
since the first Monday of last September has been 
marked by the opening of a war devoted to the 


extension of essential democratic ideals abroad ' 


and by significant evidences of the greater preva- 
lence of those ideals at home as are presented in 
the epochal court decision in which the world- 
wide eight-hour movement reached its highest 
point, in the increase of the workingmen’s com- 
pensation states to 40, in the operation of other 
important new measures contributing to social 
justice and in an almost universal recognition of 
labor’s claims to enlarged privileges and rights. 
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TAXPAYERS THEIR OWN ASSESSORS. 

Serious differences have arisen between At- 
torney-General McAllister and the members of 
the new State Tax Commission over the legal re- 
quirements as to the assessments of property. 

Applying certain rather complicated standards 
laid down in Supreme Court decisions governing 
legal assessments, Mr. McAllister says: 

The Assessor ac:s judicially in fixing the 
value of property and he fixes the valuation 
when he receives a list from the taxpayer, 
with the value stated therein, without pro- 
test or objection, and his jurisdiction to fix 
the valuation is exhausted. So far as the 
Assessor is concerned his action is final and 
he has no authority or power whatever to 
change or modify it 


The effect of the opinion is virtually to make 
every man his own assessor, provided he has 
taken the trouble to send to the assessing officer 
his personal estimate of the value of his prop- 
erty. To receive even tentatively such valuation 
deprives the Assessor of all power to change it 
subsequently. A change in valuation without no- 
tice to the taxpayer is illegal and as “the statute 
makes no provision for the Assessor giving the 
taxpayer notice, any attempted notice by the 
Assessor would be worthless.”’ 

This curious situation, of course, greatly handi- 
caps the State Tax Board in its efforts for assess- 
ment at actual cash value through co-operation 
with local Assessors. However, the court deci- 
sions on which Mr. McAllister relies were based 
on the statutes as they existed before the passage 
of the act creating the Tax Board. The only 
authoritative method of determining the extent 
to which the old statutes have been modified by 
the new act is to ask an interpretation from the 
judiciary.

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CUTTING DOWN CASUALTIES. 

Despite the fact that the British armies did 
their hardest fighting of the war last month with 
the offensive about Lens and Ypres, the casualties 
were much less than they were in July. Accord- 
ing to the official figures the number of men 
killed, wounded and missing in August was 58,811, 
while in the preceding month, which was one of 
comparative inactivity, it was 71,832. In May the 
casualties amounted to 112,233. 

The decrease in British losses may be due to 
the weakening morale of the German armies and 
the unwillingness of the soldiers to stand up 
and fight, but what is more probable is that the 
English high command has reached a high state 
of efficiency in the handling of its forces. The 
lessons learned at Neuve Chapelle and other 
places where thousands of men were sent to 
slaughter in vain because no preparations were 
made for reserves and the forward movement of 
artillery, have not been lost. 

Any fool can hurl 100,000 men against a section 
of line, lose 90,000 of them and capture a few 
yards of trenches, but it takes a real strategist to 
do the same thing with a handful of casualties. 

Haig and his officers seem to have reached 
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the point where a great gain can be made with 
Small losses. 

Gen. Pershing no doubt is in close touch with 
the English and French strategists and America 
will profit -by the lessons bitter experience has 
taught them. When the time comes for our troops 
to advance we may rest assured that the men 
will not be sent into a hell of fire, unsupported 
by reserves and artillery. Such casualties as oc- 
cur will not be due to blunders. We are fortu- 
nate to be able to profit by the mistakes that 
have cost Great Britain and France thousands 
of young men, withont compensating gains. 
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LET THE KAISER SUPPRESS. 

A good deal of nonsense is being talked and 
printed here and there advocating the complete 
Suppression of German-language newspapers in 
this country. One Western Congressman has even 
introduced a bill which would deny access to the 
mails to all of them which do not print English 
translations of their articles. The whole thing is 
foolish and unnecessary. 

So far as the German language itself is con- 
cerned, we Americans have no quarrel with it. It 
is a great and noble tongue, which expresses some 
of the world’s finest literature, profoundest phil- 
osophy and sublimest poetry. Americans without 
a drop of German blood in their veins will con- 
tinue to study it and respect it long after the 
present war is over. 

It is true that the German-language press has 
tried our patience to the breaking point. As a 
whole it has been far more pro-German in tone 
than pro-American. But even so, it has not gone 
much farther, if any, than a section of our reptile 
press, printed in the English language, If it has 
beguiled a few credulous readers into hatred and 
distrust of our war motives it has failed to con- 
vince the great miass of them, for most German- 
Americans have refused its leadership and have 
remained loyal to the country of their adoption. 

It is not the language of anti-Americanism 
which should be pynished, but the expression of 
treason and disloyalty, regardless of the lan- 
guage. Indications are not wanting that the 
governing authorities are already far advanced 
in preparations to smash published treason, but 
they are after the things which are said and not 
the forms in which they are uttered. 

The German-language newspaper in this coun- 
try is doomed without the necessity of legislative 
enactments. It was hanging on the ropes when 
the war gave it a respite. The circulation lists 
of its principal exemplars had been ‘shrinking for 
a long time. The younger generation of German- 
Americans preferred American newspapers and 
only the elders remained unshaken in their loy- 
alty to the language of their native country. 

Even if the United States had not entered the 
war the respite would have been only temporary. 


events, when the young men come back and we 
have returned to the ways of peace, the disso- 
lution of the German-language press is bound to 
be more rapid than ever. 

We can safely leave press suppression to Kais- 
erism abroad. Americanism will accomplish its 
perfect work. 
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CHILD LABOR DISGRACE ENDED. 

Felicitations on living in a country in which, 
since 12 o’clock last Friday night, the disgrace 
of child labor profiteering had been wiped out, 
are not to be postponed because of the injunction 
suspending the act’s operation in the Western 
North Carolina District Court, issued by Judge 
Boyd at Greensboro. 

On the contrary, felicitations should be the 
warmer and more sincere because plausible but 
sophistical appeals for a complete setting side of 
the law, at least during the war emergency, have 
been resisted by Congress. 

James Edmund Boyd, the Judge who issued the 
writ, is now 72 years of age. His preparation for 
the bar was completed prior to 1868. We have had 
repeated reminders that views of the law rep- 
resenting the sound, learned judgment of a for- 
mer generation on questions relating to what we 
call social justice, do not represent the law judg- 
ment of the present generation as made known 
authoritatively and finally by the Federal Snu- 
preme Court. 

Able a Judge as Mr. Boyd undoubtedly is, he 
seemed to set great store by an admission that the 
act exemplifies an attempt to use the interstate 
commerce powers of Congress to regulate labor 
conditions within the state. But Congress used its 
taxing powers to regulate and prohibit banks of 
issue within the states, and it has repeatedly used 
these and other powers in such a way that an im- 
portant effect must be to regulate affairs within 
the states. 

The decision will give great satisfaction to 
those in a few Southern states who transform 
childish opportunity into cotton mill dividends 
and whose sentiments are doubtless reflected in 
Judge Boyd's district. But it will give small! sat- 
isfaction elsewhere.

WHY ARGENTINA WON. 

Germany’s recent conciliatory attitude towards 
Argentina in the submarine controversy doesn’t 
mean anything else so much as that that the 
Kaiser’s Government has been compelled to listen 
to the murmuring of Big Business at home. An 
article in a recent number of the Weser Zeitung, 
published at Bremen, is illuminating. 

After complaining about the systematic effort 
of American money princes and “their hireling, 
Wilson,” to “throttle with golden fetters Brazil 
and Argentina,” the Zeitung laments that the war 
was the signal for the Yankees to “hurl them- 
selves like vultures and attempt to swallow Ger- 
many’s share of trade with South America 
amounting to $337,000,000 a year.” And it con- 
tinues: 


Future developments will depend primarily 
on the length of the war. The longer Ger- 
many is cut off from the South American 
market, the harder she will find it to recover 
her share of trade. It is comparatively easy 
in the case of imports, but as to exports to 
South America it must be remembered that 
the demand for finished products exists and 
has not to be created; consequently, the longer 
the South Americans are compelled to take 
non-German, and especially American, prod- 
ucts, the more accustomed they will become 
to them and the more anxious to avoid another 
change. 


Apparently the interests which the Zeitung re- 
presents are not so convinced as the rest of the 
country that the submarine is the sovereign pan- 


acea for all the troubles of war.

TO MAKE AND KEEr CIDER. 

NEW SUB.—To make cider: Fruit ait a 
be sufficiently mature. Apples are usually 
left 14 days in barn or loft to mellow, then 
ground to a pulp in a mill consisting of two 
fluted cylinders of hardwood om castiron 
working against each other. The pulp ts 
afterward put in coarse, strong bags, and 
pressed with a heavy weight so as to 
squeeze out all the juice. This is then 
placed in large, open tubs and kept at a 
heat of about 60 degrees. After two or 
three days, for weak cider, and eight or 10 


off’ into clean casks. The casks are then 
stored in a cellar, shaded barn or other 
cool place where a low and regular temper- 
ature can be insured, and are left to ma- 
ture and ripen until the following spring, 
when it may be reracked for use. Prepara- 

tory to bottling cider it should be examined 
to see whether it is clear and sparkling. 
If not so, it should be clarified and left a 
fortnight. The night previous to bottling 
the bung should be taken out of the cask 
and the filled bottles should rot be corked 
down until the day after filling: best corks 
should be used. When cider is wanted for 
immediate use, a small piece of lump sugar 
may be put into each bottle before corking 
it. To keep cider sweet all the year, put 
into a barrel of the liquid jvst made fresh 
from apples, 2 ounces of wintergreen, \% 
pint alcohol; set in cool place. Plain elder 
becomes hard cider in time. |

BEAUTY 
HINTS

RYING the hair with a rough 
D bath towel leaves line on it, 
which prevents a bright gloss, 
and therefore a smooth hand towel 
should be used. Begin by drying the 
scalp at the roots of the hair and 
also wring out the ends in a clean 
warm towel. Never dry. the hair in 
the sun unless you are trying~ to 
bleach it, and because strong rays 
of the sun cause the hair to streak 
and turr it many different colors, 
Tar and sulphur soap should be 
used by the brunette with oily sealp, 
and pure castile soap by-the blondes 
or any persons with dry hair and 
scalp. It is most important to shave 
the soap and melt it in warm water 
over a slow fire, and the whole cake 
should never be used, because: it 
makes the hair sticky and is almost 
impossible to remove from long hair. 
Avoid the use of borax, soda, ammo- 
nia and other drying ingredients, 
for, while they do remove some of 
the grease from the hair, they even- 
tually cause it to become dry, lIffe- 
less and to split at the ends. A 
thorough washing with a pure soap 
shampoo mixture will remove ‘all 
traces of grease, and it is not neces- 
sary to resort to green soap and other 
irritants to clean the hair and scalp. 
White hair should be washed in 
shaved castile soap melted in water, 
and then after removing the soap a 
few drops of indigo may be added to 
the last rinsing water. Do not use 
blueing. White or gray hair needs 
the castile soap because this color 
denotes dryness of the scalp. 
The above treatment leaves gray 
or white hair a beautiful silver col- 
or, instead of the usual streaky, yel- 


low shade so unbecoming to most 
persons.

America’s all-around champion- 
ships, the grand prix of all athletic 
competition, and the relay cham- 
pionship races, which serve to’ give 


the spectator real thrills, will serve as 
a grand finale to the Natioral A. A. U. 
track and field games at. Francis 
Field, this afternoon, and incitental- 
ly give St. Louis its last opportunity 
to vindicate its lack of appreciation 
of the junior and senior games, last 
Friday and Saturday. 


There will be a free gate to boys 
under 16 years old. The program, 
which will continue from 1 o’ciock to 
sundown, bringing before the public 
eye such athletes as Ted ‘!eredith, 
'Alva Brundage, Howard Berry, Ardy 
Ward and a host of no less note- 
worthy heroes of the cinder track 
and sand pit. 

Ten gladiators, representing the 
north, south, west, east and central 
sections of the United States, will 
compete in ten athletic contests and 
by a percentage system of point 
awards struggle for the all around 
athletic supremacy of the nation. The 
events are so picked as to pit the 
title aspirants in every phase of ath- 
letic endeavor. A sprint, three varied 
weight events, three sand-pit con- 
tests, a distance run, a half-mile walk 
and a hurdle race, constitute the aft- 
ernoon'’s program (for the 10 con- 
tenders. 

In each event a possible perform- 
ance which in ‘most cases is. the 
world’s record in that contest, and at 
times just a step above the best re- 
corded mark, is selected as perfection 
and the basis for the remainder of the 
point scoring. 

For instance, in the 100-yard dash, 
93-58 would credit the performers 
with 1000 points. On a system of per- 
centage the points are decreased for 
less attractive marks, until bed-rock 
is struck at .141-5s, a mark which 
sives 34 points. Beyond this time the 
runner is not allowed any points. In 
some events the minimum pvint award 
is slightly over 1. 


Event Originated in 1880. 


The all around champtonships were 
first started ix this country in 1880. 
Since that time it has been consid- 
ered the Blue Ribbon event of all. 
In Eufope it has met with even 
greater enthusiasm. than in this coun- 
try. At the Stockholm and London 
Olympic Games, the pentathlon and 
decathlon drew by. far the largest 
crowds. é' 

Every Brundage, the present title 
holder, is considered ‘the prime pick 
of today’s struggle. Brundage has 
been champion’ the past two years 
and was close’ on the heels of Jim 
Thorpe, when the Indian led the 
American athletes at the last Olym- 
pics. At the 1916 games at Newark 
he scored approximately 6500 points 
which its admitted to be a fine total 
Brundage is a well knit youth, six 
feet tall, weighing 188 pounds, He 
is massive and appears to be cheat- 
ing the scales a bit, but that prob- 
ably simply attests to. his splendid 
physical condition." Brundage is a 
former Thlirote University man.

STRICT WATCH KEPT ON 
ALIENS’ BANK ACCOUNTS 


Federal Reserve Board Co-oper- 
ating to Prevent Gold From 
Reaching Germany. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 3. —Bank 
accounts of alien enemies and intear- 
national banking transactions involv- 
ing the possible exporting of gold are 
under careful scrutiny by the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board, which ‘'s co-op- 
erating with the State Department in 
preventing any part of the zold ac- 
cumulation of the United States 
from reaching the enemy through 
neutral countries. ‘ 

“The board has suggested that 
each banker doing business in this 
country should scrutinize with par-: 
ticular care such accounts as might 
be held by his bank for any resident 
alien enemy,” says the board's bul- 
letin. 

“The transactions which are inter- 
esting the State Department may be 
divided into three classes: 

Kinds of Transactions, 

“1. Foreign exchange transactions 
between such banks in this country 
and banks in neutral countries in 
Europe. 

“9 Ordinary banking transactions, 
such as the obtaining of credits, by 
alien enemies resident in the United 
States. 

“3. Banking transactions vetween 
this country and Mexico or Central 
American and South American coun- 


tries. 
“The State Department is espe- 
clally interested in preventing all 


transfers of money by cable, draft or 
shipments of currency or otherwise 
for the account of alien enemies.” 

In transmitting its suggestions to 
the bankers of the country, the 
board called attention to . letter 
from Secretary McAdoo, written be- 
fore the height of the gold export 
movement was reached, urging close 
attention be given shipments of gold 
and to remittances to foreign coun- 


The Gold Movement. 

“During the weeks ending July 27 
and Aug. 3, gold exports vxceeded 
imports by $20,046,000 and $17,558,- 
000, respectively,” the bulletin adds. 
“The net outward movement of gold 
during this period was $55,012,000, 
imports amounting to $18,240,000 
and exports to $73,260,000. 

Gold exports from Jan. 10 to Aug. 
17 were $293,621,000, or nearly twice 
as great as exports during the entire 
calendar year of 1916. Notwithstand- 
ing the heavy exports, the gold sup- 
ply of the country has increased ap- 
proximately $245,000,000 since Jan. 
1, the present stock being in excess 
of $3,000,000,000, or one-third the 
world supply.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 3.—In peace 
times Germary did an immense ex-

Since 
the beginning of the war, however, 
with no opporcunity of sending wine 
to other countries, Germany has had 
to keep the supply in her own bor- 
ders except fer occasional shipments 
to Holland, Switzerland or Sweden.

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\Letter From First Man 
Who Carried Old Glory 
Into Action in Europe 


Gunner Clancy Tells How Sight of: American 
Flag Dazed Germans When Canadians 
Captured Vimy Ridge. 


Gunner William Clancy, the first man to carry the American flag into 
action on the European battlefields has written the following letter to the 
Houston Post, which printed it in its issue of Aug. 29: 


“To The Post: 


“2103 Cecil Street, Bury, Lancashire, Aug. 7, 1917.—I am pleased to 


hear from a friend of mine who has written to me from Hearne, Tex. 
rather pleased to see a little clipping that appeared in your paper. 


I am 
I am 


sure proud of it and I am glad the people of the United States know that I, 
William H. Clancy, a homeless person, put the good Old Glory on the bat- 


lefield at Vimy Ridge on April 9, 1917.’ 


“T received a letter from an in- 
dividual by the name of Mr. Heas- 
ley, who is in the employ of the 
Planters and Merchants State Bank 
of Hearne, Tex. No doubt he knows 
me, as I have been there working on 
the railroad as a ‘rounder.’ 

“T have made my home any- 
where. I lived with Father Deemy 
at Denison, Tex., but as the people 
of Texas treated me like a man, 
I stated when I carried ‘Old Glory’ 
into action that I was a Texan, and 
all the fellows knew I came from 
there. 

“But, speaking truthfully, I was 
born in Boston, Mass., and lived with 
my old grandmother in Ipswich, 
Mass. But I Hke the people of 
Texas and I am pleased to be 
thought of by them. As this is the 
second letter I have sent to Amer- 
ica I never related my act. 

“But I shall tell you so you can let 
the United States people know what 
a former hobo did: 

“It was Sunday morning, April 8, 
1917, that heard through battery 
orders that the United States had de- 
clared war on Germany. How glad 
I was. I went to my kit bag and 
took out ‘Old Glory,’ which I always 
carried with me. I thought the day 
would come when I could place it 
on the battlefield to show the ene- 
my. 

‘We were to advance 
o’clock Monday morning. I went 
into the trenches Sunday night. At 
5:30 o’clock Monday ‘morning word 
of command was given by all the 
officers: ‘Over the top and best of 
luck, for victory we want.’ 

“The Canadians charged and I 
with them. I tied ‘Old Glory’ to my 
bayonet and made the charge. It 
was the happiest day of my life, I 
assure you. I went before the enemy 
and they were struck dumb. They 
did not know what it all meant. 
But they soon found out. I was 
cool-headed, I assure you. 

“There were some awful sights, 
too. One young fellow got hit. with 
a piece of shell. He asked me to 
remember him to all his people in 
Newark, N. J. The last words he 
said were ‘Biil Clancy, I am glad 
I gave my life for the freedom of 
the world.’ tle died in my arms. 

“So I let him lie, but just before 
he died he kissed my flag. ‘orl 
Glory,’ he said. And I told him: 
‘Yes, Old Glory, and new glory, too.’ 
Poor chap, I did not see him any 
more, for when I went forward again 
under heavy fire I met my accident. 

“Old Fritz sent a shell over and it 
struck near me, blowing up some of 
the ammunition. Of course, I can 
only remember now that I was being 
dug’ out from a trench where I was 
buried alive. Now I am in England 
and have about recovered from the 
effects. I am waiting to be trans- 
ferred to the American army. 

“IT hope it is soon, although I be- 
long to the best regiment, Royal 
Field Artillery, but I much prefer 
being with my fellow countrymen. I 
hope I will see many fellows from 
Texas. Let them help keep the name 
that I have won. 

“As you wish and I wish to have 
this published throughout the United 
States, I trust you will send me a 
copy, and anything you would like to 
know about the affair, please write 
me. I beg to remain, a Son of Texas.

Clancey Has Been in Many Battles 
and Suffcred Several Wounds. 


(From an English Paper.) 

Vv. A. D. Hospital at Cottenham, 
Cambridge.—Gunner Clancy had the 
honor of being spoken to by Dr. 
Walter Hines Page, the American 
Ambassador, on the occasion of the 
latter’s visit to the Cambridge Uni- 
versity to receive honorary degrees. 
Gunner Clancy was the first Amer- 
ican to carry the Stars and Stripes 
into action after the United States 
declaration of war, and Dr. Page has 
promsied to help him in an applica- 
tion for a commission in the Ameri- 
can army. 


Gunner Clancy was born in Boston, 
Mass., and is a great traveler and 
adventurer. He happened to be in 
Paris when the war broke out, and 
enlisted in the Royal Field Artillery, 
at Liverpool, on Sept. 27, 1914. After 
spending the winter in “billets” in 
Blackpool, he proceeded to France 
on March 2, 1915. His first taste of 
the present war was at Halberstein, 
where his company, after digging 
positions, had them blown up by the 
enemy the very night the regiment 


was to go into action. At “The 
Bluffs,” Neuve Chapelle, the next 
move, Gunner Clancy received his 


first wound. Shrapnel splinters from 
a “sky burst,””’ which went through 
his left cheek. 

His next experience was six weeks 
later, when he went with his regi- 
ment to Hollenzollern redoubt, Hill 
70 (Loos), where they were more or 
less inaction for six months, and 
then proceeded to Gourmecourt, 
where they took the line over from 
the French. From here they got as 
far as Marseilles, in order to em- 
bark for Egypt. After the infantry 
started, however, word came through 
that the artillery should disembark 


and proceed to Mount St. Eloi, and ceipt 


in Gunner Clancy's own words there 


POET in 


they got a hot welcome from the 
Germans, with shells galore. 

From there they proceeded to the 
Somme, where in an action left of 
Deville wood, another warm welcome 
awaited them, as can be imagined 
from the fact that three gun detach- 
ments were killed and nine men 
wounded out of his own battery. At 
Gourmecourt, on July 1, Gunner 
Clancy was again wounded by splint- 
ers, this time on the forehead, bridge 
of the nose and hand. 

In September he went to “Han- 
nahs camp,” after the wounded Corn- 


walls, and here received his most se- 


rious wound, a bullet penetrating his 
metal helmet and passing through the 
top of his head half an inch deep. 
At Hannahs camp he now got two 
months’ rest, during the evacuation 
of Gourmecourt, Monchayanbois, 
Bucquois, Esartes and Bapaume, aft- 
erwards proceeding to Arras, where 
the first battle took place on Easter 
Monday, April 9. It was at this 
place Gunner Clancy had the honor 
of carrying the American flag into an 
action which he describes as awful 
and the worst bombardment he ever 
saw. Guns before, guns behind them 
and on each side, mines under the 
ground and aeroplanes overhead. It 
was 5:34 p. m. this day that the 
Canadians took Vimy Ridge; at 7:34 
the artillery udvanced, and as the 
cavalry came up, the famous L bat- 
battery whicn figured so largely at 
the retreat from Mons, went again 
into action to cover the advance. 
Gunner Clancy is naturally proud 
of his interviev with Dr. Page, who 
was interested in, and asked ques- 
tions about his future. Dr. Page said 
he was very prcud of him having of- 
fered to sacrifice his life for the cause 
of humanity, and felt sure his expe- 
rience would fit him for a responsi- 
ble post, and rromised he would do 
his best to get him a commission. 
Gunner Clancy is also very proud 
of his regiment (Royal Field artil- 
lery) and naturally thinks it the fin- 
est regiment in the British army.

FEATS OF THE GUN CREWS 


Move Up in Darkness and Send 
Rain of Shell Into Enemy; Shift 
When They Are Found.

AT THE BRITISH FRONT, July 


20.—At the British front, I must not 
say just where, believe me, what I 
have seen in preparation and action 
was only the outer edge of the outer 
edge of some doings that will be his- 
tory before this story crosses the sea, 


or at least within a short time from 
when it is printed. And if there is 
anything in signs, then woe to the 
German, or, as the Englishman calls 


him, the Hun! Englishman, did JI 
say? Of course.: But, believe me 
again, there were just a few others, 


Irish and Scotch and Welsh and Can- 
adian and Anzac, who each and all 
look and act the fighter from Fight- 
ersville. Man for man, any one of 
them, overseas or overchannel, looks 
as if he could trim any man that ever 
said ‘‘prosit’’ ere he drank his beer 
in the Rhine country. Indeed, if this 
war were but a man-to-man fight, 
just cold steel and hot lead and cour- 
age, there would be “nuttin’ to it,” 
as Chimmie Fadden or Steve Brodie 
or Tom Sharkey or somebody else 
once upon a time said. 

Three Types of the King’s Men. 

This story tells in little tales of 
three types of the King’s men, band- 
ed together under the Union. Jack. 
faithfully fighting the devil and his 
infefnal liquid fire and his hellish 
gas, each type distinguishable only 
from their fellows by their various 
brogues. For their khaki is identical 
save for a slight insignia of regiment 
and land of birth. And they cannot 
be told from their fellows in a fight. 
Nor can the palm for worth and 
brawn be given to any company of 
them-——every man is a man with his 
all at the service of his country. Most 
of them are modest, and many of 
them as shy in personal conversa- 
tion, but, we who have seen them in 
action feel a fellowship and comrade- 
ship among them, and give them our 
affection in something of the silence 
that means more than words. 

I experienced on this trip my most 
thrilling experience of the war. I sat 
huddled up with _a@ British helmet o2 
my head and my ears stuffed witn 
cotton, watching an Trish battery in 
action. I think, every man was red- 
haired, but Iam not sure. Whether 
or not, he was surely red-blooded. 
And a fighter born, toiling hard and 
defying danger. 

With this battery, I rode upon a 
gun carriage on the very heels of two 
companies of Canadian infantry in a 
local attack: over shell-cratered 
ground, foul with the carcasses of 
dead animals, reeking with human 
decay, past a little of war’s hell and 
equipment of every conceiyable sort, 
great and small. All of this virtually 
was German. The panting team be- 
fore me ran full into a new berth, In 
a twinkling the horses were unhar- 
nessed and led to the rear, while be- 


ts 


tore they had made 40 paces in the | 


night, for it was blacker than ink 

under a heavy dark-clouded aky, the 

gun was unlimbered and made ready. 
Soon Guns Begin to Boom. 

As if by magic, a temporary 
shield from'observation was thrown 
up, the gun began to roar, the men, 
with rhythmic punctuality and prac- 
ticed mien, swinging shell in and ex- 
ploded shell case out, as though they 
had been doing it forever. I received 
th esensation that these Irish fighters 
were as surely engaged in a hand-to- 
hand fight as any French or En- 
glish infantryman that I have pre- 
viously seen bayoneting his way up a 
German trench, in all these months 
at the front. 

I stayed an hour and it seemed 


like 10 minutes. There was a never 


ceasing of action, a steady repeat of 
the same movements full of grace 
and muscle, every man doing his bit, 
doing it with hand and heart, saying 
nothing, listening to the battery com- 
mander’s drone, working, driving 
lead into the German line. I felt the 
justice of every shell and praye1 
each landed true. I quite believe it 
did, too, for in but a few minutes 
past the hour, the enemy found our 
range, and we shifted position to the 
right and rear, the horses appearing 
as if from nowhere and the gun be- 
ing yanked out, smoking hot. 

The communique did not say a 
word about this bit of work, because, 
forsooth, it was but a tiny part of a 
local something going on here = and 
there along a wide line. But the 
closeness of personal contact sunk 
into my system, and as I left I shook 
the grimy hand of every sweating, 
fighting Irishman, who I hope with 
all my heart may each and all be 
preserved to tell, in happy days to 
come, around an Irish peat fire, the 
tale I here but outline. 

I saw the next morning another 
local attack that will remain equally 
unforgettable to me. A Welsh com- 
pany of miners seemingly started a 
little war of their own, beat it out of 
their trenches as if every man had 
arranged it with every other man, 
and tore a hole 90 feet long in the 
German line like magic A guard 
returned, reporting the loss of 10 
men, bringing 40 barbarian prison- 
ers, and word that. the other boys 
were holding the land redeemed in 
the raid. 

It was all over in 20 minutes. It 
was all part of a plan, of course, 
and that of a greater plan to come. 
Before an enemy range could be tele- 
phoned back these Welsh miners 
were bosses of this tiny bit of a re- 
deemed France, and more of them 
were occupying the distance between, 
digging a new trench thereto as only 
miners can. The German is con- 
stantly being harassed in this fash- 
ion. Sometimes he stands for it al- 
most passively and surrenders, hands 
up. At other times he puts up a 
fight, and that means in the main 
a hole in the ground that is not 
quite like an abri, because someone 
plants him in it and covers him up— 
when there is time. 

Every day on all sections of this 
front there are attacks and counter 
attacks, local in nature, that bite 


l off a few extra meters of France for 


France. They don’t always’ take 
place at the same time nor in the 
same territory, of course. They may 
be kilometers apart, but they are all 
part of the game, to keep the Ger- 
man guessing always and to hand 
him one whenever it is possible. He 
is not only going to “get his,” but 
he’s getting it. 

That afternoon I sat in a dugout 
with two Scotch officers, drinking 
a cup of tea and eating a scone. 
Just think of that—a scone! Be- 
cause they don’t even have them in 
London tearooms now, I am told. 

I remember last winter wondering 
whether anvthing on earth could he 
left alive afte> heavy bombardment. 
And now with Mother Earth and 
summer as ore, the former seems 
as vigorous as ever, the most terrific 
shelling leaving but a relative scratch 
upon her surface.

live their lives just the same, and 
field mice play among the shell holes 
when the battle has passed into the 
beyond.

German contrivances. As I thought 
these things sitting in this abri dug- 
out, and of tne intense cold experi- 
enced herealbouts but a few months 
since, I heard a tiny noise, and pres- 
ently a little beast like an American 
chipmunk was looking at me. I sat 
very quietly, after throwing him a 
bit of my scone, from which he rat 
in terror, to return in perhaps a 
minute, take it in his mouth and 
disappear. The Scotchmen with me 
told me they had seen him often, 
and that he was a new beast to them, 
like a scion of a pet brought over 
by the Canadians, and that be he 
what he may. he made the dugout 
seem more cheerful to them, gave it 
something in tue odor of else than 
war. 

With these Scotch officers I went 
over a recent battlefield, a spot where 
men had fought the day before. They 
showed me where two companies of 
Ecotch Highlanders were snuffed out 
by liquid fire as moths in'the flame 
of a candle. Two other companies 
behind them went right through, 
wrenched the death-dealing hose 
from the Germans and gave them a 
dose of their own hell, cleaning up 
for a depth of 100 meters on a front 
of 600.
